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PREFACE. 



Prior to the work which resulted in the present consolida- 
tion, there have been seven distinct editions of the ordinances, 
each representing an attempt to perform the necessary duty 
of revising the accumulations of tne intervening periods. 

These editions vary considerably in size and somewhat in 
plan ; but in every case they expressly repeal their prede- 
cessors, and are now of value only as references«to guide us 
in tracing the course of municipal legislation. 

The foUowing is a complete list of editions issued : —

7*. — [The annual publication of the Acts and Ordinances 
was resumed in 1877 and continued through 1881, extending 
to 239 pages.] 

The present or eighth Revision, though not finally adopted 
until the close of the year 1882, had been considered in pre- 
vious years. By City Doc. No. 92, of 1880, it seems that 
the subject had been referred to the Committee on Ordi- 
nances, which reported against any action, one member pre- 
senting a dissenting report. The minority report prevailed, 
and the committee was directed to report in print. The 
committee entrusted the preparation of a draft to a sub- 
conmiittee, consisting of Messrs. Whitmore, Bailey, and 
Wharton, and their report is in City Documents 115 and 
116, of 1880. Special changes were also recommended by 
them in City Doc. 132 of the same year, Mr. Wheeler, of 
the committee, presented a minority report in City Doc. 
134. After some consideration of the report, in the Com- 
mon Council, it was referred to the next city government. 

In 1881 nothing was done. 

In 1882, at the first meeting, an order was introduced, 
and soon after passed with amendments, under which His 
Honor the Mayor appointed, as Commissioners to revise the 
Ordinances, Uriel H. Crocker, Esq., — with a salary of not 
over $1,500, — and Alderman Stebbins, with Councilmen 
Wharton and Morse, acting without salary. 

The four conmiissioners submitted their report in print, 
July 1, 1882 ; but the pamphlet is not one of those contained 
in the regular series of city documents. It was refeiTed to 
a special committee, consisting of Aldermen Hart, Hull, 
WooUey, Pratt, and Hersey, Councilmen Whitmore, Free- 
man, Parkman, Huntress, Wharton, Cummings, Dana, Morse, 
and Emery ; fourteen in all. 

That committee presented its report on Dec. 11th to the 
Board of Aldermen, and Mr. Whitmore a dissenting one. 
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both being in print in the type of the Commissioners' Report. 
The majority report pointed out the few changes recom- 
mended by the committee, and is reprinted in full on p. 573 
of the "Proceedings of the City Council." The minority 
report is contained only in the printed form above noted. 
Final action on the adoption of the Revised Ordinances was 
taken in the Common Council, Dec. 28th, the last meeting 
of the year. 

At the first meetings of the City Council in the present 
year, action was taken in regard to the printing of the pres- 
ent Revision. One order, already printed, directed the pub- 
lication of this volume. By another order, approved Jan. 
16th, the Committee on Printing was authorized to issue an 
edition, without notes, for immediate distribution. This was 
accordingly done, as City Doc. No. 17, with the following 
title : — 

" Revised Ordinances of the City of Boston, and Revised 
Standing Regulations of the Board of Aldermen. Boston : 
Rockwell & Churchill, City Printers, No. 39 Arch street, 
1883." Pp. 137. 

In respect to the present volume, the Committee on Print- 
ing would call attention to the fact that by the terms of the 
vote this volume contains all the ordinances " already passed 
by the present City Council," at the date thereof, viz. : Jan. 
4, 1883. This was to cover the case of two ordinances, one 
on Plumbing, approved Dec. 22d ; and one on Bridges, ap- 
proved Dec. 26th, passed after the report of the Committee 
on the Revised Ordinances was made, and yet repealed by 
the enacting section of that revision. 

A substitute for Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances 
(concerning Bridges) was introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men January 8th, and sent to the Committee on Ordinances ; 
but it has not been enacted. 

It stands in this volume in its original form, as being the 
present law. 

The ordinance in regard to Plumbing was not approved 
until March 17, 1883, and is therefore not to be found in 
this volume. 

Hence it will be seen that this Revision is in reality the 
same as that enacted by the Council of 1882. 

It will be necessary for the public to bear in mind that 
these ordinances are subject to constant changes during the 
year. For example, by an ordinance approved March 3, 
1883, Section 2 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances was 
repealed, and the following new section substituted : — 

" Sect. 2. Every ordinance and every amendment to 
an ordinance passed subsequent to December 29, 1882, shall 
be printed under the supervision of the City Clerk, as a city 
document, within ten days after its passage ; and, except 
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when otherwise provided, shall be published by the City 
Clerk for two weeks successively, in three daily papers pub- 
lished in the city. The City Clerk shall keep a continuous 
record of all ordinances and amendments thereto." 

Under the above provision the City Clerk has issued the 
following City Documents, being all such new ordinances or 
amendments as have been passed and approved by His Honor 
the Mayor, prior to June 1, 1883.

In the present volume the headings and foot-notes are sub- 
stantially those prepared by the former commissioner, U. H. 
Crocker, Esq., who kindly offered the use of all his notes in 
revising the same. The Committee on Printing, feeling the 
responsibility of its duty in issuing any volume of mumcipal 
law under the sanction of the city, has submitted all the 
chapters and notes to the revision of E. P. Nettleton, Esq., 
Corporation Counsel, who has made a few additions and cor- 
rections to the notes, and who is responsible for the accuracy 
of the remainder. 

The committee has also to record its thanks to William F. 
Wharton, Esq., also one of the former commissioners, who 
has prepared the Index annexed to the volume. 

It will be noticed that the Statutes relating to the subjects 
covered by these Ordinances and to other powers granted to 
the City, are not included in the present volume. It has 
been the opinion of all persons interested that these Statutes 
should be issued in a separate volume ; especially, since the 
preparation of them would delay the issue of these ordi- 
nances for months. 

The collection of Statutes and other desirable information 
has been entrusted to the Corporation Counsel, and the re- 
sult will be issued in a companion volume to this, at the 
earliest possible moment.

**The word ordinance, as applied to cities, shall be synonymous with 
the word by-law." P. S. c. 3, § 3. cl. 15. 

The power to make oi*dinances is given by section 35 of the city 
charter, which provides that the city council ** shall have power to make 
all such needful and salutary by-laws or ordinances, not inconsistent 
with the laws of this commonwealth, as towns by the laws of this com- 
monwealth have power to make and establish, and to annex penalties, 
not exceeding fifty dollars, for the breach thereof." 

The general provision giving to towns the power to make by-laws 
is to be found in P. S. c. 27, § 15, which enacts that towns may make 
by-laws *'for directing and managing the prudential affairs ^ preserving 
the peace and good order, and maintaining the internal police thereof,^'' 
There are various ''other statute provisions giving towns authority 
to make by-laws in special cases; those provisions will be referred 
to under the ordinances on the special subjects to which they relate. 

The earliest statute (passed in 1686) on the subject of the power of 
towns to make by-laws provided that tlie freemen of towns might 
**make such orders as may conceme the well ordering of their owne 
townes, not repugnant to the lawes and orders here established." 
1 Mass. Col. Kec. 172. In 1670 the statute authorized the freemen of 
towns *' to make such laws and constitutions as may concern the welfare 
of their town, provided they be not of a criminal, but of a prudential 
nature." Ancient Charters, p. 195. In the later Prov. St. 1692, c. 28, 
£ 5, we find substantially the language of the present statute. 
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GENERAL PKOVISIONS. 

What was meant by the ** prudential affairs " of a town was considered 
in the case of Willard v. Newburyport, 12 Pick. 227, 231 ; and it waa 
there said by Chief Justice Shaw that '* perhaps no better approximation to 
an exact description can be made, than to say that they embrace that large 
class of miscellaneous subjects, affecting the accommodation and con- 
venience of the inhabitants, which have been placed imder the municipal 
jurisdiction of towns by statute or usa^e.^^ The same question was 
further discussed by Judge Shaw in Spaulding v. Lowell, 23 Pick. 71, 77. 

Under the general statute provisions above cited, it has been held that a 
city might pass an ordinance prohibiting the keeping of swine in certain 
districts within the city limits. Commonwealth t;. Patch, 97 Mass. 221. 
Or prohibiting the i*emoval of house dirt or offal by any person 
not licensed thereto by the mayor and aldermen. Vandine, Petitioner, 
6 Pick. 187. Or prohibiting fast driving in the streets. Commonwealth 
V. Worcester, 3 Pick. 462, 473. Or regulating the driving of cattle 
through the streets. Commonwealth v. Curtis, 9 Allen 266, 268, 271. 
— Commonwealth v. Bean, 14 Gray 52, 63. Or prohibiting faimers, 
residing in the vicinity of the city, from occupying with their carts 
places in certain streets for the purpose of selling certain produce. 
Niglitingale, Petitioner, 11 Pick. 168, 171. — Commonwealth t?. Rice, 
9 Met. 253, 258. — Commonwealth v. Brooks, 109 Mass. 355, 358. 
Or forbidding any person to enter his private drain into a public 
sewer without a permit from the board of aldermen. Ranlett v. 
Lowell, 126 Mass. 431, 432. Or prohibiting any person from maintain- 
ing an awning before his house or store without the consent of the mayor 
and aldermen. Pedrick v. Bailey, 12 Gray 161, 162. — Heald v. Lang, 
'98 Mass. 581. 

An ordinance which provided that each person who entered his 
private drain into a common sewer should pay, towards the expense of 
such sewer, a sum in proportion to the last tax valuation of his estate, 
has been held'to be void, as being unequal and unreasonable. Boston 
V. Shaw, 1 Met. 130, 137. 

So also an ordinance has been held to be void, which required the 
licensing of those who should engage in the business of carrying per- 
sons for nire between the city makmg the ordinance and an adjoining 
town. Commonwealth v. Stodder, 2 Cush. 562, 576. 

For other cases in which by-laws have been held to be void, as being 
unreasonable, see Austin v. Murray, 16 Pick. 121, 125. — Boston r. 
Shaw, 1 Met. 130, 137. 

A town by-law, which imposed a penalty on the sale, without a 
license, of intoxicating liquors within the town, has been held to be 
void, as being, independent of any statute provisions on the subject, 
an at^mpt to regulate by a by-law a subject not properly subject to such 
regulation. Commonwealth v. Turner, 1 Cush. 493. 

As to the power of the city council to pass ordinances relative to the 
tenure of office, duties, and compensation of city officci*s, see notes 
to chapter 4. 

As to the power of the city council to pass ordinances relating to the 
duties of committees, see Worden v. New Bedford, 131 Mass. 23, 24. 

As to the genei'al powers of cities and towns to pass ordinances and 
by-laws, see also Dillon on Municipal Corporations, 3d ed., §§ 306-

Where an ordinance gives the mayor and aldermen authority to grant 
a license or permission to do a certain thing, the aldermen cannot dele- 
gate such authority to the mayor alone. Da^ v. Green, 4 Cush. 433, 438. 

•* Wliere a by-law is entire, each part havmg a general influence over 
the rest, if one part is void, the whole is void ; but where a by-law con- 
sists of several distinct and independent parts, though one or more of 
them is void, the i*est is valid. And this nile is applicable to the 
different clauses of the same by-law ; for where it consists of several 
particulars, it is, to all purposes, as several by-laws, though the provi- 
sions are thrown together under the form of one.^^ Metcalf , J., in Ames- 
bury V, Bowditch Mut. Fire Ins. Co., 6 Gray 596, 607. 
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An ordinance takes effect immediately upon its passage, unless its 
language shows that it is to take effect at some later time. Common- 
we^th V. Brooks, 109 Mass. 355, 357. 

Sect. 1. It is provided by statute that the ** enacting style '^ of 
ordinances shall be such as may be prescribed by ordinance. St. 1881, 
c. 229, § 3. 

Sect. 2. It is provided by special statute that the ** method of pub- 
lishing" the ordinances ''shall be such as the city shall by ordinance 
prescnbe." St. 1881, c. 229, § 8. See also P. S. c. 27, § 23, requiring 
all by-laws of towns to be published. 

Sect. 4. As to the effect of this section, so far as it relates to the 
tenure of office, see Cambridj^e v. Fifield, 126 Mass. 428, 430. 

Sect. 5. The general limit to the penalties that may be imposed by 
ordinance is fifty dollars. City Charter, § 35. In special cases, how- 
ever, the limit is sometimes fixed by statute at an amount greater or less 
than that just named. 

An ordinance which authorized the imposition of a penalty of five 
dollars for every hour during which a person should keep his cart in a 
certain place, has been held to be void, as authorizing the punishment 
of a single continuous offence, occurring upon one and the same day, 
by a penalty which, bein^ com])uted according to the terms of the 
ordinance, might exceed me limit ($20 in this case) of the penalty 
which the city was allowed to fix. Commonwealth v. Wilkins, 121 
Mass. 356. 

All penalties for breaches of ordinances are to be paid into the city 
treasury, ''unless otherwise provided by statute or ordinance.'* St. 
1881, c. 229, § 4.

Sect. 5. The offices of the city treasurer and city col- 
lector shall be open for the receipt and disbursement of 
money from nine o'clock in the forenoon until two o'clock 
in the afternoon on every day except Sundays and legal 
holidays. 

Sect. 6. The office hours of the central police office shall 
be from eight o'clock in the forenoon to six o'clock in the 
afternoon on every day in the year. The city registrar's 
office shall, in addition to the hours provided in section 
four, be open for the receipt of returns from undertakers, 
and for the issuing of certificates to parties intending to be 
joined in marriage, from eleven o'clock in the forenoon until 
twelve o'clock, noon, on every day in the year. The office 
of the board of health shall, in addition to the hours pro- 
vided in section four, be open for the issuing of permits for 
burials and of permits for the removal of dead bodies, from 
ten o'clock in the forenoon until twelve o'clock, noon, on 
every day in the year. 

Sect. 7. Any clerk or other officer may, in case of 
necessity, be required by the principal officer of the depart- 
ment with which he is connected, or by the committee or 
board having charge of such department, to perform, without 
extra compensation, service on week-days for a greater num- 
ber of hours than is before specified. 

Sect. 8. The records and files of the public institutions 
at South Boston and at Deer Island, of the city hospital 
^except the medical records), the public library, the water 
aepartment, the fire department, the overseers of the poor, 
the Mount Hope cemetery, and the East Boston ferries 
shall, under the supervision of the several boards having 
charge of said institutions and departments, be open to 
public inspection and examination, and any person may take 
copies therefrom. 

Sect. 9. All officers, whose election or appointment is 
provided for by ordinance, shall, except where it is other- 
wise expressly provided, receive such compensation for 
their services as the city council may from time to time 
determine. 

Sect. 10. All officers of the city, other than the city col- 
lector, who are entitled to receive money for or on behalf of 
the city, shall in the months of February, May, August, and 
November in each year lay before the city council state- 
ments of the whole amount of money received at their respec- 
tive offices during the three preceding months, specifying 
in detail the sums received from each source of income. 
They shall also report any amounts which remain due to the 
city and unpaid, and shall report, generally, such other 
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information as they may possess concerning the matters to 
which said statements relate. 

NOTES. 

The general power to provide for the appointment of officers is given 
to the city council by section 38 of the city charter, which enacts that 
•* the city council may provide for the appointment or election of all 
necessary officers for the good government of said city, not other^^se 
providea for, and may prescribe their duties and fix their compensa- 
tion.." 

"Unless otherwise provided by constitution or statute, the power of 
removal is incideut to the power of appointment." Gray, C. J., in 
Murphy v, Webster, 131 Mass. 482, 488. 

It is further provided by St. 1881, c. 229, § 1, that the city council 
may **pass ordmances prescribing the duties and fixing the compensa- 
tion of officers for whose appointment or election they are now or may 
hereafter be autiiorized to provide." This statute also provided that an 
officer might •* be empowered by ordinance to hold office for one year 
from the day in the year of his election or appointment fixed by ordi- 
nance, and until his successor Bhall be elected or appointed and quali- 
fied." 

Section 43 of the city charter provides that *' no person shall be eligi- 
ble to any office, the salary of which is pavable out of the city treasury, 
who, at tne time of his appointment, snail be a member or either the 
boai^d of aldermen or the common council, and neither the mayor nor 
anv alderman or member of the common council shall, at the same time, 
hold any office of emolument under the city government." As to the 
eligibility of members of the city government to offices not of emolu- 
ment, see P. S. c. 28, § 23. 

For statute provisions forbidding members of city governments and 
the officers and agents of cities to be interested, direcuy or indirectly, 
in contracts with the citv» see F. S., c. 205, § 12. For other statutes 
relative to the taking of bribes, conunissions, promises, etc., by city 
officers, see P. S. c. 205, §§ 9, 10, 11, 13. 

Where a city council had unreasonably neglected to proceed to the 
election of an officer whom the city ordinances required to be elected 
annually, the supreme court issued a mandanus to compel such council 
to proceed to an election. Attorney General v. City Council of 
Lawrence, 111 Mass. 90. 

By section 49 of the city charter it is provided that when ** appoint- 
ments to office are directed to be made by the mayor and aldermen, 
they shall be made by the mayor, by and witn the advice and consent of 
the aldermen, and such officers may be removed by the mayor." By 
F. S. c. 28, § 5, it is provided that ** when appointments are to be made 
by a mayor and aldermen, the mayor shall have the exclusive power 
of nomination, subject to confirmation or rejection by the board of alder- 
men ; and if a person so nominated is rejected, the mayor shall make 
another nomination within a month from the time of sucn rejection." 

It is specially provided that the city treasurer and city collector ** may 
be removed by the mayor with the approval of tne city council." • 
St. 1875. c. 176, §§ 1, 2. 

There is also a special statute provision that the police commissioners 
may be removed by the mayor ** for cause." St. 1878, c. 244, § 1. 

The inspector of buildings may be •* removed by the city council for 
malfeasance, incapacity, or neglect of duty." St. 1871, c. 280, § 4. 

Members of the board of directors of public institutions may be re- 
moved by the city council •• for cause shown." St. 1857, c. 35, § 4. 

Provision for tne performance of the duties of the mayor in case of 
his death, resignation, absence, or inability to perform the duties of his 
office, is made by St. 1882, c. 182.

Section 1. There shall be elected annually, by concurrent 
ballot in the two branches of the city council, a city auditor, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties 
of his office. He shall hold office for one year from the first 
day of July in the year in which he is elected. Whenever 
the city auditor is, by reason of sickness, absence, or other 
disability, unable to perform the duties of his office, the 
mayor may, if, in his judgment, the public interest requires it, 
appoint a suitable person to discharge the duties of the office 
temporarily until the disability ceases. 

Sect. 2. The city auditor shall, under the direction of 
any joint conunittee of the city council to which the care of 
his department may be specially committed, keep a complete 
set of books, wherein shall be stated, among other things, 
the amount of the appropriation that has been made for each 
distinct object of expenditure, and the amount that has been 
expended on account of such appropriation ; and when the 
appropriation for any specific object has been wholly ex- 
pended, he shall immediately communicate that fact to the 
city council. He shall examine in detail all bills and accounts 
from persons having demands against the city, and, if he finds 
them to be correct, shall cause them to be filed and entered in 
books in such manner and form as the said committee may 
direct; but if he has doubt concerning the correctness of 
a bill or account, he shall not enter the same until he has 
exhibited it, with his objections, to the aforesaid committee 
at their next meeting for their consideration and final deci- 
sion. He shall also render such other services. as the city 
council or the said committee may from time to time direct. 

Sect. 3. The city auditor shall annually, in February, 
lay before the city council an estimate of the amount of 
money which it will be necessary to raise to meet the expendi- 
tures for the ensuing year, giving under each of the respec- 
tive heads of appropriation a detailed statement (to be fiir- 
nished by the several boards, departments, and committees, 
as provided in section two of chapter fifteen) of the pur- 
poses for which the appropriation is needed.

any, in the sinking-funds. Said statement shall be arranged, 
as far as practicable, so as to conform to the accounts of the 
city treasurer and city collector, and shall bo accompanied by 
a schedule of the property belonging to the city and by an 
exhibit showing the debts due from the city, the rates of 
interest thereon, and the years in which such debts will 
become due. He shall also make to the city council a 
monthly statement of the amounts of the several appropria- 
tions ; of the amount of all drafts on account of each appro- 
priation made during the month preceding the date of such 
statement ; of the amount of such drafts made since the begin- 
ning of the financial year ; and of the balance of each appro- 
priation remaining subject to draft.

funeral service, an additional fee of two dollars. 

For lighting the vaults under a church, one dollar. 

For the burial of children under ten yeara of age, t6e fees 
shall be as follows : for services at the house, one dollar ; for 
carrying the body to the carriage, and from the carriage to 
the place of deposit, and interring the same, one dollar ; for 
the use of a pall, twenty-five cents. 

The fees for disinterring and removing bodies from graves 
or tombs shall be in accordance with the amount and nature 
of the services rendered.

General Health Regulations. 

Sect. 46. When a vessel arrives in the Larbor, between 
the first day of April and the fifteenth day of November, 
having on board hides, hide cuttings, skins, rags, or fruit, the 
master and consignee of such vessel shall give immediate 
notice of its arrival to the harbor police or to the city phy- 
sician, and the harbor police shall immediately give similar 
notice to the city physician. 

Sect. 47. No person shall bring into the city for sale, or 
shall sell, or ofler for sale, any halibut, cod, haddock, or 
mackerel, until they have been cleansed of their entrails and 
refuse parts ; and such entrails and refuse parts shall be 
thrown overboard below low-water mark, and shall never be 
kept beyond the flowing of the tide next after such fish are 
so cleansed ; and, until so thrown overboard, such entrails 
and refuse parts shall be kept in a safe manner on board the 
vessels or boats i^j^|^ich the fish were brought. And no 
person shall sell o^feliver, from any stall, fish-box, cart, or 
other place, fish of any kind, except flounders, smelts, and 
other small fish, salmon, and shad, until the same have been 
cleansed of their enti'ails and refuse parts ; and such entrails 
and refuse parts shall be kept in some tight vessel, and 
thrown into the sea below low-water mark within twenty- 
four hours after the fish are so cleansed. And no person 
shall sell, or offer for sale in the city, fish of any kind, unless 
they are kept in covered stalls, fish-boxes, or other houses, 
or in covered carts, which shall always be kept clean and in 
good order, and well secured from the I'ays of the sun.

No person shall, without a license trom the 
board of aldermen, take or remove street dirt or manure 
collected from a street. 

Sect. 60. No person shall climb a tree in a public street 
or tie a horse or other animal to or post a bill upon any such 
tree. 

Sect. 61. No person shall shake or otherwise clean a 
carpet in a public street. 

Sidewalks. 

Sect. 62. The board of aldermen, acting as surveyors of 
highways, may regulate the width and height of the side- 
walks of a street in such manner as may in their judg- 
ment be most conducive to the convenience and benefit of the 
city ; and they may accept a sidewalk, after it has been put in 
good and perfect repair by the abutters and relinquished by 
them in writing to the city. 

Sect. 63. Any such sidewalk shall, after such relinquish- 
ment and acceptance, be maintained at the expense of the city ; 
except that when a sidewalk requires repairs in consequence

Boston Water Board. 

Appointment of Sectiox 1. There shall be a board, to be known as the 

B^!^^ ^^^^ Boston Water Board and to consist of three members, one 

B. & o. pp. 932, of whom shall be appointed annually by the mayor, subject 

®^- to the approval of the city council by vote taken by ballot in 

each branch thereof by yea and nay and shall hold office for 

three years from the first Monday in May in the year of his 

appointment. A member of said board may at any time be 

removed by the mayor, with the consent of the city council, 

or he may be removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole of 

each branch of the city council by vote taken by yea and nay. 

The members of said board shall devote their time to the 

duties of their office, and shall not actively engage in any 

other business. 

Sect. 2. The said board shall annually, on the first 
Monday in May, meet and organize by the choice of one of 
B.*o. pp. 033, their number as chainnan, and they shall choose a clerk, who

The advertisement shall in all 
cases be inserted not less than five times in each of three 
newspapers published in the city, and it may be inserted 
also, if said board deem it expedient, in newspapers of other 
cities or towns, and the last publication shall be at least one 
week before the time iixed for opening the proposals. Each 
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proposal shall conform to the specifications and requirements 
of the advertisement, shall be enclosed in a sealed envelope 
directed to said board, and shall be accompanied by a bond 
to the city, with sufficient sureties, in such sum, not less than 
five hundred dollars, as said board may specify in their ad- 
vertisement, and conditioned to be void if the party making 
the proposal shall, in case of the acceptance of his bid, sign 
and deliver to said board, within the time required in their 
advertisement, a contract for the performance of the subject- 
matter of his proposal, and if he shall also, at the time of the 
delivery of such contract, give a further bond, with satisfac- 
tory sureties, for the performance of such contract.

The charge for the 
use of water, when measured by meter, shall be collected 
quarterly by the water registrar ; and all bills for such use 
shall be paid within ten days after they are presented for 
payment, or the water registrar shall, after sending a sum- 
mons as provided in section nineteen, cut off the supply. 

Sect. 16. When application is made to the said board, Kcstrfctions 
by parties who have built or who intend to build upon an^^J'^^yi,^ 
unaccepted street, for an extension of the water pipes in such suppucdto 
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street, or for the use of water from pipes already laid, the 
said board shall refuse such application, unless, upon an 
examination of the premises by the city engineer, it is found 
that the street is properly graded at a level of at least 
eighteen feet above mean low water, and that the cellars and 
yasds are filled, with material satisfactory to said board, to a 
level of at least twelve feet above mean low water. 

Sect. 17. The water furnished by the city shall not be 
sold or delivered to parties out of the limits of the city, 
unless by special vote of the said board. 

Sect. 18. The annual rates for the use of water shall be 
payable to the city collector, in advance, on the first day of 
January in each year, and all charges for specific supplies, or 
for fractional parts of a year, shall be payable before the 
water is let on. 

Sect. 19 . In every case of the non-payment of a water rate 
for sixty days after it is due, the water registrar shall serve a 
summons at the premises for which such rate is due, and 
unless said rate is paid within three days thereafter, together 
with twenty-five cents for said summons, the said registrar 
shall cause the supply to bo cut off from said premises ; and 
it shall not bo let on again until the amount due, together 
with twenty-five cents for the summons and two dollars for 
the shut4 off and letting on, is paid ; but in case of a 
change in the occupants of such premises, the water may be 
turned on without the payment of the amount due from an 
occupant who has left. In cases of specific supplies, or 
when the water has been let on for a fractional part of a 
year, the summons may be served and the water cut off 
immediately. The foregoing provisions shall apply when two 
or more parties take water through the same service-pipe, 
although one or more may have paid the proportion due from 
him or them. 

Sect. 20. The following regulations shall be printed on 
every bill for a water rate, and shall be considered a pait of 
the contract with every person who takes water furnished by 
the city, and every such person shall be considered, by 
taking such water, to express his assent to be bound by said 
regulations, and when any one of them is violated, the water 
shall be cut oft' from the building or place where such viola- 
tion occurred, although two or more parties may receive the 
water through the same pipe, and it shall not be let on again 
except by the order of the said board and on the payment of 
two dollars ; and in case of any such violation the said board 
shall have the right to declare any payment for water made 
by the person committing such violation to be forfeited. 

The said regulations are as follows : — 

1. All persons taking the water shall, at their own ex- 
pense, keep the service-pipes within their premises, includ- 
ing any area beneath the sidewalk, in good repair and pro- 
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tected from frost, and shall be liable for all damages which 
result from their failure so to do. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and 
shall not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration in the pipes or fixtures inserted by the 
city shall be made except by persons authorized by the 
Boston water board, and the water registrar and persons so 
authorized shall be allowed to enter the pi'emises supplied 
for the purpose of examining the apparatus, the quantity of 
water used, and the manner of its use, and of ascertaining 
whether there is unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall, unless by special permission, be sup- 
plied to parties not entitled to the use of it under the city 
ordinances. • 

5. The use of hand-hose shall be restricted to one hour be- 
fore eight o'clock in the forenoon and one hour after sunset. 

6. AH distributing pipes and water-fixtures introduced 
into the premises of a water-taker shall be subject to 
the approval of the Boston water board or of their duly 
appointed agents ; and no change aflecting the flow of the 
water shall be made in service-pipes or water-fixtures, unless 
such change is approved by the said board or by their duly 
appointed agents. 

Sect. 21. An owner or occupant of premises in which ^JJ^^^^^^ 
water furnished by the city is used, who fails to keep his etc , supply 
service pipes and fixtures in good order, and neglects to may be cut off, 
repair the same within three days after they have, from any g*'^ ^ ^^ 
cause, become defective, or who neglects to shut off the water 
after using it, so that it runs to waste, shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of two dollars ; and if such penalty is not paid within 
two days from the time when the person incurring it receives 
notice that he is liable thereto, the water shall be cut off 
from his premises, and shall not be let on again until the 
waste is stopped and the penalty paid, together with an addi- 
tional sum of two dollars for cutting off and letting on 
the water ; and in case of a second offence during the same 
year a penalty of four dollars shall be imposed, and if it is 
not paid within two days as aforesaid, the water shall be cut 
off and shall not be let on again until the cause of complaint 
is removed and the penalty paid, together with two dollars 
for cutting off and letting on the water ; and in case of a third 
offence, the water shall be cut off and shall not be let on 
again except by a vote of the said lx)ard and the payment 
of such penalty, not exceeding ten dollars, as the said board 
may impose. 

Sect. 22. No hose shall be used in a stable for washing use of ho«c in 
horses or carriages or for any purpose, except the extinguish- JJ^^^^J,^'^' 
ing of fires, under a penalty of ten dollars for each offence ; s. fco.p.Ms. 
and if such penalty is incurred and is not paid within two 
days after demand for the same, made at such stable, the 
water shall be cutoff from such stable, and shall not be let on 
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again until such penalty is paid, together with the additional 
sum of two dollars for cutting off and letting on the water. 

Sect. 23. Whoever injures a public reservoir, or breaks 
and enters the same and draws off, or causes to be removed, 
any of the water therefrom, except in case of fire or by 
authority of the board of aldermen or of the said water board, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than one nor more than 
fifty dollars. 

Sect. 24. Whoever makes an opening or connection with 
a pipe or reservoir, or turns on, or turns off, the water in any 
water-pipe or reservoir, without such authority as is men- 
tioned in the preceding section, shall be liable to a penalty 
of not less than three nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 25. Whoever, except in case of fire, opens a 
hydrant or lifts or removes the cover of a hydrant, without 
the license of the said board, of the city engineer, or of the 
water registrar, shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
three nor more than fifty dollars.

There shall be elected annually, by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of 
printing, to hold office for the term of one year from the first 
day of July in the year of his election. The said superin- 
tendent shall be a practical printer and well versed in the 
various branches of the arts of printing and book-binding, 
and he shall not be interested, directly or indirectly, in any 
contract for printing, binding, stock, or stationery for the 
city government or for any department thereof.

By said statute (§1) the said board was to ** have all the 
authority and powers, and be subject to all the duties now conferred 
and imposed, by virtue of existing st;itutes respectively, upon the direc- 
tors of the houses of industiy and reformation and the overseers of the 
house of correction ; together with such other powers and duties in con- 
nection with the lunatic hospital and the management thereof, as the 
city council may by ordinance, and in conformity to the statutes of the 
commonwealth, provide." By section 8 of the same statute the city 
council was given '* power to pass such ordinances, not inconsistent 
herewith, or repugnant to other laws of the commonwealth, as to the 
duties and authority of said board of directors, and providing for their 
reasonable compensation, as it may from time to time deem expedient 
and necessary." 

Various provisions relative to the powers and duties of the said 
board, may be found in the Public Statutes.

Section 1. All hoist-ways and elevators except those 
constructed in dwelling-houses intended for not more than 
two families, shall be enclosed in brick shafts, the walls 
thereof to be not less than eight inches thick, said walls to 
be carried up to and through the roof to a distance of not 
less than one foot and six inches above the same, said shafts 
to be covered with a ventilating skylight. 

Sect. 2. The openings through or upon each floor of any 
building in the city, in which there is or may hereafter be 
placed any hoist-way, elevator, or well-hole, shall be protected 
by good and sufficient railings and trap-doors, or such other 
mechanical devices as shall be equivalent thereto, and every 
hoist-way and elevator shall be provided with some sufficient 
arrangement to prevent the falling of the elevator in case of any 
accident to the ropes, pulleys, and other hoisting apparatus. 

Sect. 3. The openings into the shaft of every elevator 
to be hereafter constructed, except passenger elevators, shall 
be furnished with metal doors hung to rebated iron frames, 
with iron thresholds to the same, such doors to be provided 
with springs of sufficient strength to keep them closed when 
not in use. An equivalent protection against fire may, in 
the case of passenger elevators, be.substituted for such doors. 

Sect. 4. No hoist-way, elevator, or well-hole, shall be 
used in any building in the city unless the same has been 
first inspected and approved by the inspector of buildings. 

Sect. .5. The limits within which all buildings hereafter 
erected shall be required to conform to the provisions of 
chapter two hundred and eighty of the statutes of the com- 
monwealth of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one, 
and of the acts in amendment thereof and in addition thereto, 
are hereby established and defined as follows : All that 
portion of the city which is included within a line beginning
